Plaster Casts. 

Many women may desire to repro- 
duce an article on plaster. This is 
not a difficult matter if these direc- 
tions are followed. 

The materials required are: Plas- 
ter of paris, clay, water, a mixing 
spoon and a bread board two feet 
square. 

When you first attempt it, try some- 
thing simple—half of an apple, for in- 
stance. 

An extra precaution would be to 
mix a little bluing with the plaster to 
distinguish it from the model. 

Soap the half apple well on the out- 
Bide. Place it flat side down upon 
the modeling board and build a 
mound of softened clay around it. 

When this has hardened, mix the 
powdered plaster with water until it 
is the consistency of pancake batter. 
Pour this into the mold of clay. 
When is has hardened, separate the 
mold from the cast. To cast the 
whole of an object, mold ope half at 
a time, and soap both sides of the in- 
side of the mold thoroughly. Make 
a hole in the top of the motd, which 
is formed by the union of the halves. 
Through this opening pour liquid 
plaster. 

When the cast has hardened, it 
may be shellacked or ivorized. 

This is extremely interesting; try 
it some time and see.

What 
puzzles me {is that while there are so 
Many thousands of acres of useless 
land under the sea which could be 
made revenue-producing by royalties 
from their lease for oyster cultivation, 
a number of persons anxious to go 


into the business are deprived of the}. 


opportunity of thus making a living 
or increasing their tncome, simply for 
want of an amicable arrangement be- 
tween the federal’and. provincial gov- 
ernments. When we look around at 
all the other countries where .oyster 
cultivation is carried on, and see how 
their trade is increasing, does it not 
make us feel as if we are debarred 
from a privilege that every citizen is 
justy entitled to?”

Any person who is the sole’ head 
of'a family, or any male -over 18 
years: old, may homestead a quater 
section ‘of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. ° The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at aay 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
‘father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation, of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on q farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon .the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
tequired to earn homestead patent) 
aud cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triuts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
~—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

DR. CLARK AND THE 
AGRICULTURAL BILL. 


(Calgary News-Telegram) 

The agricultural measure of ‘the 
Hon. Martin Burrell has passed the 
| committee stage in the house of 
commons, and only waits for the 
formality of third reading and the 
approval of the senate. The bill 
aims at aiding and advancing agric- 
ultural industries in Western Cana- 
da, by substantial graduated annual 
grants, and has met with the cor- 
dial approval ef those who will re- 
ceive the chief direct benefits accru- 
ing from its enactments, as well as 
by the public generally, who will be 
indirectly benefitted by the impetus 
which will thus be given to breeding 
the highest qualities of stock, which, 
in the course of time, must exert a 
salutary effect in reducing the cost 
of living, which is controlled by the 
laws of supply and demand. 

Apart from the educational facili- 
ties which the bill will place within 
easy reach of every would-be agri- 
culturist, the most important feature 
of this progressive legislation is that 


‘which empowers the government to} 


distribute well-bred stallions, bulls, 
rams, and boars in places in the 
-western provinces most convenient to 
breeders of horses, milch cows, fat 
stock, sheep and hogs. 

In order to secure the greater suc- 
cess in breeding, the males will all 
be Canadian bred, and, as far as 
possible, they will be purchased in 
the province in which they will be 
used. This will insure that the ani- 
mals are acclimatized and suitable 
for the places where their progeny 
will be reared. 

The irrepressible Dr. Clark charac- 
terized the bill as a ‘show meas- 
ure,’’ thowgh he was obliged to agree 
that it was carrying out one of the 
most important pre-election promis- 
es of the minister of agriculture for 
western farmers, If the member for 
Red Deer had his way, the fanmers 
of the west would be deprived of all 
government assistance, and the new- 
comers would be left to shift for 
themselves ; but, fortunately for the 
country, he found himself in his 
attitude left severely to himself, and 
the farmers of the west in’ general, 
and in particular those of Red 
Deer, or amy other constituency 
which he may woo in the _ future, 
should not forget that, while he pos- 
es as the friend of agriculture, he is 
one of the worst, fiercest, most 
illogical and most vindictive of its 
enemies when anything is brought 
forward in parliament to advance its 
interests.
